ANNIE CUTLER. 


A Pitifal Plea for Her Daughter by the 
Condemned Woman's Mother. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatca. 

Hargispore, Pa, November 18.—The weeping 
mother of Annie Cutler, the colored girl condemned 
to death in Puiladelphia for the murder of Knight, 
ber betrayer, yesterday made a heartbreaking plea 
to the Pardon Board for the life of her child. The 
old negress, dignified and decently clad, but weak 
trembling and on the verge of tears, was led from 
the rear of the room tua point in full view of the 
board and of the half dozen benevolent Philadel- 
phians gathered to second her plea for the con- 
demned girl. Before he could summon words to 
speak ber bosom heaved, her whole person was 
convulsed with a balf suppressed sob and then, 
comp'eteiy breaking down, she burst into a wailing 
cry. With streaming eyes and utterance broken 
by sobs, she cried: “Oh, gentlemen, she is my 
child! mercy, mercy! No doubt she did 
wrong, but she was crazy. My heart is 
broken! I can neither eat nor sleep : 
my flesh is worn out with sorrow thinking she 
must go to the gillows. Mercy, centimen. mercer! 
Her father is dead, and Iam ai! alone. She was a 
good daughter to me. I coud not hre many days 
af er ner I got up from my sick bed to come here, 
She wrote tom that she was crazy an! did not 
know what she was doing I alwars taught her 
what was good. Her mind was placed on Knight, 
and him a one.“ 

The mother was ied back to her seat. and many 
present wept with ber. Mrs. Cut er's plea had 
preceded hy Lawyer White's explanation that the 
girl ba: pleaded guilty with the beief that under 
the law her case must be lenientiy dealt with by the 
Pardon Board in view of such a pea A petition In 
her favor was presented from Phiiade!pnia. 
Among the sivners were the State Board of 
Lunagy and the prison inspectors Rev Mr Speer 
of Philade'phia said the Governor of Rhod- Isiand 
was 80 much interested that he at one (time con- 
templated addressin,z a letrer to Governor Pattison, 
but refrained on learning tha: it had never been 
the custom for a Governor to interfere with local 
matters in another State The Board flnally de- 
cided to bold the case under adviseinent until the 
December meeting. Miss Cutier and Kouight, 
whom she shot, became engaged lu Newport — 
summer. Knight fl ally secured @ situat on in 
Phi adeiphia, and, after much urging on iis part, 
Miss Cur er joined bim in that city. She gave him 
considerable money in their preparation for house- 
keeping. and they were soon to have been married. 
Mies Cu ler, bowever, lear ed that he had soretly 
married another. Se sent for Kuig t and shot 
him dead Rev Mr. Jeter. Rev. Mr Van Horne 
and Rev. Mr. Thomas of Newport started a pett- 
tion to save her from hanging, baving the signa- 
tures of Congressmen and ex-Vonygressmen, er- 
Governors aud leading citizens upon it. 


NATIONAL GRANGG, 


Internal Waterways and Other Important

AWAITING SENTENCE. 


William J. Baldwin Found Guilty of 
Murdering His Sitter. 


Conclusion of the Interesting Murder 
Trial at Atchison, Kansas—The Ver- 
dict Generally Approved—Men and 
Women Flock to the Court-Room 
and Congratulate the Jury—A Dra- 
matic Scene—Baldwin'’s Atrocious 
Crime. 


Arcursow, Kaw, November 18—at 6:80 this 
mornin,, after an all night session, the jury in the 
Baldwin murder case announced that they had 
reached a verdict. The Judge, court officers, 
attorneys and defendant were promptly notified, 
and at 7:15 court was formally convened to receive 
the verdict. Meanwhile, the intelligence spread 
about town and the people began to pour into the 
court-room. Women came bareh aded, men coat- 
jess and batiess, and when the Judge arrived the 
room was very nearly full of people. The 
defendant and his young wife and aged motber 
were in their usual seats. The defendant wore a 
look of confidence and talked gaily with his wife 
while the people were gathering. His attorney, 
Mr. Wageoner. however, worealook of anxiety 
and doubt, while County Atto:ney Gilbert and his 
associate ip the case, Judge Gienn, iooked hopeful 
and expectant. The people were divided, buta 
hung jury was the general expectation. When 
quiet had been restored, Bailiff Shaw marshaied 
the jury into the box where they had sat so 
patiently for five days and after the usuai formali- 
ties, the foreman handed the Court the verdict. 

A VERDICT OF GUILTY. 

There was a breatb.ess suspense while it was 
being opened and a bussed stilluess in the room. 
When the clerk reac the verdict in form as follows: 
„We, the jury, ud the defendaot guilty of murder 
in the met degree as cha:ged in the first 
count in the information,” a demon 
stration of approval went around th 
room and men and women rushed to the jury to 
congraiulate them, The women were the most de- 
monstrative, each jur) man having all that he cou.d 
attend to. The defendant's motuer koelt and be- 
gan a byster.cal prayer; the wife covered in ber 
cbair, but the defendant sat through the excite- 
ment with his usual Stoical unconpcern, making no 
outward sien of his feelings. The verdict in and 
the jury polled, Court was adjourned unti: 9 o'c.ock. 
The jury report thatthey tooka ballot promptiy 
on going to their room at 7:45 last night, the vote 
Standing eieven for conviction and one blank, the 
odd juryman stating that he would like to think 
over tbe evidence aud read the Judge's charge be- 
fore making up his mind. At6:3)tbis morninga 
second ballot was taken, twelve votes being re- 
corded for conviction. The verdict meets the uni- 
versal approval of the community, there being no 
doubt whatever of Baldwin's guilt, but the evidence 
being entirely circumstantial, the people 


were afraid the jury would be confused by the 
regular piea of “reasonanle doubt“ which the attor- 
ney for the defeudant worked forall there was in 
it. This, combined with the wrowing lac« of faith 
in the jury system, caused the public to doubt the 
result, 
BALDWIN'S CRIME 

The murder was the most atrocious ever known 
in the community. t .e victim being the only sister 
of the defendant, W. J. Baldwin. Sne was found 
dead in ter bed onthe evening of Juiy 8 last and 
the circumstances proved that she had been smoth- 
ered with chlorof irm the nigh! before. There was 
no one sleeping in the house besides herself at the 
time. A pane: hau been cut from the back door 
and the house was in coufusion, to 
indicate bur.iary, but nothing of value 
was miss ng. Suspicion pointed at once 
towari Baldwin asthe murderer. He had about 
spent bis portion of his father’s estate. His sister 
still preserved her share intact and was about to 
marry. To prevent this marriage and at the same 
time secure the inberitance to his mot er. so that 
he might get the entire estate finaliy, was the theo- 
ry adopted by te prosecu ion. Tue chain of cir 
CUmstances agaiust Baidwin was at tue time so 
broken that, although it was a capital offe: se. the 
Court admittei tim to vail in the sum of $20,000. 
and accepted his mother as surety. By dint of 
bard work, however, traveling to remote cities in 
search of evidence, the County Attorney comp.eted 
a solid, unbroken chain of circumstances waich 
admitted of no other theory than tuat of the de- 
fenda:.t'’s guilt. A new trial will be asked for but 
will probaviy not be granted, either by Judge Mar- 
tin or the Supreme Court. 


BARON DE LORuR. 


The Unknown Frexuchman Explains His 
Chinese Railroad Scheme. 

New Tom November 18.—Baron De Lorme, the 
the Frenchman who is bere to form a company to 
constrro! a railroad in China, was asked about a 
dispatch from London, saying that he was unknown 
there in baoking circles, and a dispatch from 
Washington to the Sun, saying the Chinese 
Minister there knows nothing of him or his scheme. 
The Baron said that both statements were true, 
end added: “The Uhinese Government prefers the 
American system of railroads, and as soon as ar- 
rangements are made, Iwill go to China at my 
own expense with engineers to attend to a survey 


of the projected rout~s, and the passage of decrees 
and gran s. Ido not ask a dollar frou any one for 
any purpose until the decrres and grauts are 
made. They will not be male to me. but to the 
corporation. I shall furnish all the money to 
secure the grantsand to make the surveys, It I 
did not have reason to believe the grants will be 
made. I woul: not thus throw away ny money.” 
‘ihe Baron showed to the reporter letters from 
officiais in the French Government recommending 
him tothe good offices of their fellow officiais 
in countries.

present, in which the work of destroying leisure 
was so cleverly begun, and which work we have 
in our age—the last and greatest of the three—so

the work he urged the society to press for ard aud 
to make the meeting as profitable as possible. 
He called the attention of the couvention to the 
matter of the associa! ion going into 
the jurisdiction of States, societies and the policing 
of lecal stock yards or doin: other local work. He 
said he was in favor of the employment of a com- 
petent man to travel up and down the land. follo w- 
ing, linestof transportation, eucouraging, instruct- 
nz prosecuting, as circumstances require. Mr. O. 
E. Little of Chicago is wow on trial With 
respect to the reiation of societies organized 
lor the prevention of crueity to children and their 
right to be represented in the convention, he said 
he had invited the members of all such societies to 
attend, and he hoped to ses all societies formed to 
put down cruelty harmonious and worktug to- 
gether fora common end. The president then 
referred happily to that quality in St. Louis which 
maturity aod svlidity give and which „Chicago has 
not, althougu it may have the advantage 
of material, strength and popu.ation 

He said: Tou have sere, however, age—not o.d 
,age, no, but maturity. We cannot get that quality 
in our cities, as we can incur sidebvards and hail 
clocks, and brass andirons and elm trees, You 
started well, too. on good solid earth, that did not 
quake under your maniy tread as you crossed its 
red ur yellow crust; you built of orick and stone. 
not of wood and paper, as so many Of your active, 
impa ient neighbors were forced to do, somewhat 
because of natural unkindnesses, and somewhat 
because the land, ouly, was given them as an in- 
heritance, 

But the whole nation is growing wise and hu- 
mane, aud is thinking and working now in oetter 
form and with more strength aod earnestness than 
ever before. And may we not feel tuat the great 
moral forces, and not least among them that bu- 
many we endeavor to foster and incuicate, giving 
to tue mind grace and nobility, the 
recognition of the ness 
and the inherent rignts of 
creatures, even here it may be n 
stroy that life, have had tueir due effect upon the 
material development the nation? Wii not the 
humane man bulld the betier whatever be may 
build, because of his education in these lines—bde- 
cause he now knows, as he never before knew, tuat 
he cannot gatuer grapes from thorns, and that his 
works do follow hun?

frustrate the just wishes of our sister nationality; 
but we insist thatif there isa treaty which regu, 
lates all the different nationalities in the East, it 
must either be respected by all, or altered in favor 
of all. What we believe will be the only possible 
permanent settlement, is a fair ana equitable 
division of the territories within the ethnographical 
lines, as drawn from time immemorial. Regarding 
the question of the deliverance of the Christians 


from 
THE TURKISH YOKE, 

the fact is that we do not wish a change of masters. 
If we are to have masters at all, we must confess 
that we prefer the Turks, because we 
see the probability of their ceasing to be a domi. 
nant race. And we should do our utmost to prevent 
the Greek nation from falling under any new 
dominion, as would be the case if this Great Bul- 
garia were fermed.“ 

“I asked, will Greece, tben, fight to secure the en- 
forcement of the treaty of Berlin?" 

His Excellency replied: “Ifthe changes in the 
Dalkan Peninsula are confined to the union of Rul- 
garia and Roumelia, and slight accessions to Servia. 
we will be content with our awar under the treaty. 
But if the changes are greater, we must have more, 
by peace if possible, by force of arms if necessary. 
A return to the status quo is utterly impossible for 
avy of us.“ 

RUSSIA AND AUSTRIA'S POSITION. 

By this conversation I could see that it fs clearly 
the Minister's conviction that the Russian and 
Austrian armies wil] be engaged on the Balxans by 
spring. These views are authoritative as regards 
Greece, ande this is the first time they have been 
put so explicitiv. The ligut they throw on the 
situation is obvious. 


The Slaughter at Slivnitza. 
Epecial Cablecram to the Post-Dispatch, 
Lonpoxs, November 18 11 a. u—The Servians 
have suffered a bloody defeat at Slivnitza, south of 
the Dracoman Pass.

THE TANK TIPPED. 


A Terrible Catastrophe in the 
Philadelphia Lubric Works. 
— —— 


Fifteen Hundred Barrels of Boiling 
Oil Poured Over aGang of Work- 


Boiled to Death—Nearly a Dozen Men 
Horribly Burpved—Fatal Cave-In of a 
Mine—Pleasure-Seekers Drowned— 
Other Casualties. 


PHILADELPHIA, November 18.—An explosion of a 
tank of oilatthe Philadelphia Lubric Company's 
Works at the foot of Moore street this morning, 
resulted in the death of a man, the probable death 
of a boy, the seriously injuring of four others, and 
the partial destruction of the establishment. The 
victims are: 

ALEXANDER Bars., aged 40, residing at 119 M ffn 
street, burned to a crisp. He was Superintendent 
of the Work House, and bad recently come from 
Pittsburg. 

CHARLES MARSHALL, a boy aged 12; cannot be 
found. 

Jos. Roprxson of Delaware, aged 35 years, entire 
body terribly burned; cannot possibly recover. 

Patron Borie, aged 26 years, head, trunk and 
extremities frightfully burned; will die. 

CARL MoLean, aged 24 years, burned about 
head and extremities; will probably die. 

Artuur Grusser, aged 8 years, entire body 
badly burned; will die. 

THE EXPLOSION. 

For some time past the works have been 
running to their full capacity, and early this morn- 
ing a Fang of fifteen men were set at work to 
repair a stone foundation under à large, iron still. 
which contained 1,500 barrels of crude oil. The 
repairs had been partially completed, and severa! 
of the men were engaged in piastering up the in- 
terior walls. when the man-hole of the 
still was blown off, setting the oil on fire, tilting 
over the still and causing the burning oll to fall 
on the men below. The explosion was followed a 
few seconds later by a second report, anda dense 
volume of smoke, and the utmost 
consternation ensued among the work- 
men. Considerable time elapsed before any

BURNING FIERCELY. 


Within a few minutes after the explosion the 
work of rescuing those injured was com- 
menced. An elderly man whose name was 
not learned was found lying across the fence 
which surrounds the works, about seventy-five 
yards from the exploded tank. He was unconscious 
and was terribly burned. Joseph Robinson was 
discovered lying on the ground close to a pool of 
bursing oll His clothing was saturated 
with the ofl, a portion of which had been burned 
off. He was terribly burned and when picked up 
and carried to the company's works, a portion of 
the fleeh of right leg came off whilea surgeon 
was engaged in cutting off his pantaloons. 


Fatal Cave-in.

Opening of the Second Annual Con- 
vention This Morning.

Address of Welcome and Response— 
President LIllsley’s Remarks—Re- 
ports of Secretary and Treasurer— 
Largest Gathering of Architects 
Ever Seen in America—List of the 
New Members—Notes. 


The second annual convention of the Western 
Association of Architects assembled this morning 
at 10:45 o’clock at the small hall of the Expositio n. 
President C. E. Ilisley of St. Louis, and Secretary 
Henry LoraGeray were in their chairs, and about 
sixty delegates in the hall. The calling 
of the roll was preceded by the address of welcome 
from James H. McNamaraof St. Louis, who dwelt 


upon the Exposition just closed, the magnitude of 
the bridge aud paid a flattering tribute to the libra- 
ries and city institutions, consuming considerable 
time in telling the delegates the works of art they 
would see at the Mercantile Library and the various 
parks, and in going into a lengthy discussion as to 
the merits of the artists. He very delicately 
revealed his politics and excite! laughter by say 
ing, We are indebted to Uncle Sam for the 
beautiful granite Post Office and we are als, 
greatly indebted to President Cleveland for a new 
Postmaster.” He admitted the superiority of 
Chicago in population, commerce and architecture, 
but he drew the tine at sculpture, in which he was 
certain St. Louis excels. 

Messrs McLean and Muller of the Inland Archi- 
tect and Mr. Meyer of the Sanitary Engineer were 
admitted to oe ag <r of the floor, 

Mr. Jobn „ Root of Chicago made the 
address in response, of commendable 
brevity, and then put a motion of thanks 
to Mr. McNamara for his address and to the 
architects of St. Louis in general, which was 
adopted unanimously. 

After tne roil-cail Mr. A. J. Bloor was invited to 
sit on the platform with the President as a delegate 
from the American Institute of Architecture, and 
did 30 unn the others previously re 
ceived. President Iilsiey, in his address, 
called attention to the surprising growth of tbe 
association, whose death was predic when 
it was first organized a year ago, and whose 
meeting to-day constitutes the largest gathering 
of architects this country has ever sewn. He 
thought the large membership would make the 
ass e ation iovuloerable in carrying forward the 
retorms it had in mind. He suggested that 
the initials, F. W. A. A.“, Fehow of the Western 
Axsociation of Architects, be p after names 
appended to any annouscements. The speaker 
declaimed against pretentious chariataus, and 
broached the advisability of raising the standard 
of membership next year. This is supposed to be 
aimed at couutry architects and contractors, be- 
twe u which and those who are architects only a 
distinct line is drawn. 


MR. ILLSLEY 
took exception to the widely prevalent idea that 
an arcbitect’s business is simply to put on the orna- 
ment l front or touches to a building, showing that 
tu plain work of building is equally in their prov- 


ince.
